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OPEN WAR ON SUGAR DUTY 
CONCESSION TO 
Will Explain the Situation to Presi- 
dent McKinley This Morning and 


Are Injured by Retaliatory Tarif— 
Secretary of the Treasury Gage 
Hears Arguments of the Delegation, 


Washington. D. C., March 5.—[Special.]— 
Active warfare was opened today by the IIli- 
nois Manufacturers’ association on the coun- 
tervailing duty recently levied on sugar im- 
ported from Russia. A demand for repeal of 
this legislation was made on the plea that 
American manufacturers, especially the 
makers of farming implements, are suffer- 
ing because of the retaliatory tariff spread 
by the Russian government on goods export- 
ed to that country from the United States. 

Arguments were made before Secretary of 
the Treasury Gage today, and tomorrow 
morning President McKinley is to be visit- 
ed. A spectal committee from the associa- 
tion is in charge of the campaign. The mem- 
bers of this body are Charles H. Deere of 
Moline, James Deering of Chicago, W. C. 
Mundt of Chicago, William ah ynie of 
the Steel company, and 
3 B. Madden of Chicago, President of 

N. 

When the committ visited Secretary 
Gage this afternoon Mr. Madden, the spokes- 
man, insisted that Russia paid no bounty to 
producers of beet sugar—the reason assigned 
for spreading the duty—but urged that taxes 
were assessed on the sugar producer on the 
same lines as distillers of .whisky in the 
United States are made subject to internal 
revenue laws. When whisky is taken out of 
bond and exported, he argued, the revenue 
tax is abated. In the same way in Rusisa 
when sugar is exported one-half of the reve- 
nue tax imposed for the benefit of that gov- 
ernment is abated. > ; 

The statement was frankly made by mem- 
bers of the committee that through the op- 
eration of the countervailing duty but one 
industry—the sugar trade—was benefited, 
while every other line of trade suffered. 
Some even asserted with emphasis that the 
“sugar trust” reaped the greatest advan- 
tages. 

Secretary Gage canvassed the duty spread 
by the Russian government on American 
made goods of various kinds. It was stated 
that the rate was not so high nor the tax so 
general as had been supposed.

Delegations from Many States Prepare 
to Leave the National Capital— . 
Governor Shaw’s Plans. 


‘Washington, D. C., March 5.—[Special.}— 
The exodus of the inaugural delegations 
from the States of the middle West will begin 
tomorrow. Governor Shaw of Iowa may 
postpone his departure until Thursday, 
when he will leave for New York for a brief 
visit before returning to his home. His 
headquarters at the Normandy were 
thronged with visitors throughout the day. 
At the Ebbitt House the six members of his 
staff accompanying him had a continuous 
reception during the afternoon. 

Kansas was heard from for a few hours 
today. A number of citizens from the land 
of cyclones parade the streets, glittering red 
hatchets protruding from their coat pockets, 
and singing an air about the deeds of Carrie 
Nation.

Soldiers Damage temporary 

Public Building. commodations were

ural solebration a great deal of damage was 
‘wrought by the soldiers. 

The principal complaint now attaches to the 
Pennsylvania militiamen. They were tur- 
nished with mattresses in the corridors of the 
State, War, and Navy Building, where also 
on the top floor the Porto Ricans were quar- 
tered. The latter conducted themselves with 
dignity and left little offensive evidence of 
their stay in the building. They were under 
the control of their officers, who watched 
them closely and saw that they did nothing 
out of the way. They shared most of the cor- 
ridors with piles of important public docu- 
ments, which remained untouched. They 
were neat in their habits and gave no special 
cause for complaint as a body of men. 

The Pennsylvanians, however, quartered on 
the lower floors, were careless, and left the 
building in a filthy condition. It took a force 
of fifty charwomen all day long to clean two 
floors which they occupied. Fortunately, 
they did comparatively little damage inside 
the building, the rougher element contenting 
themselves apparently with riots in the 
street. 

Four years ago these soldiers broke into 
several of the office rooms and destroyed 
records, demolished furniture, and created 
a havoc which required several days’ hard 
work to remedy. This year the worst thing 
they did was to mar seriously the heavy bal- 
ustrades of the stone stairways. Some of the 
more careless of the militamen evidently had 
dragged their accoutrements up the balus- 
trade, digging great furrows into the ma- 
hogany.

UNITED STATES’ DEMANDS ON CUBA, 

In a cable to a New York newspaper Gov- 
ernor General Wood is reported to have 
stated to the members of the Cuban Con- 
stitational convention that the amendment 
to the army bill touching the future rela- 
tions between the United States and Cuba 
Was not @ finality and was to be used sim- 
ply as a basis of negotiations, If, however, 
the Cabans should refuse to take proper 
action in the premises then the authority of 
Congress would be invoked. 

It is believed in Washington that General 
Wood has been misquoted, but whether the 
report is true or not in order that there 
may be no misapprehenzion concerning the 
demands of the United States, the rea- 
sonableness of which will be conceded 
when understood, Tur . TRIBUNE reproduces 
them. They are as follows: 

Provided further, That in fulfillment of the deo- 
laration contained in tis joint resolution approved 
on April 20, 1898, entitled For the recognition 
of the independence of the people of Cuba, de- 
manding that the government of Spain relinquish 
its authority and government in the Island of 
1 withdraw its land and naval forces 
from and Cuban waters, and directing the 
Presidemt of the United States to use the land 
and naval forces of the United States to carry 
these resolutions into effect,’’ the President is 
hereby authorized to leave the government and 
control of the Island of Cuba to its people so 
soon as a government shall have been established 
in said island under a constitution which, either 
as a part thereof or in an ordinance appended 
thereto, shall define the future relations of the 
United States with Cuba, substantially as follows: 

1. That the government of Cuba shall never 
enter into any treaty or other compact with any 
foreign power or powers which will impair or tend 
to impair the independence of Cuba; nor in any 
manner authorize or permit any foreign power or 
powers to obtain by colonization or for military 
or naval purposes or otherwise, lodgment in or 
control over any portion of said island. 

2. That said government shall not assume or 
contract any public debt, to pay the interest upon 
which and to make reasonabie sinking fund pro- 
vision for) the ultimate discharge of which the 
ordinary revenues of the island, after defraying 
the current expenses of government, shall be 
inadequate. 

. That the government of Cuba consents that 
the United States may exercise the right to in- 
tervene for the preservation of Cuban independ- 
ence, the maintenance of a government adequate 
for the protection of life, property, and individual 


‘liberty, and for discharging the obligations with 


respect to Cuba imposed by the treaty of Paris 
om the United States, now to be assumed and 
by the government of Cuba. 

4. That all gots of the United States in Cuba 
during its military occupancy thereof are ratified 
and validated, and all lawful rights acquired there- 
under shall be maintained and protected. 

5. That the government of Cuba will execute 
and as far as necessary extend the plans already 
devised, or other plans to be mutually agreed 
upon, for the sanitation of the cities of the island, 
to the end that a recurrence of epidemics and in- 
fectious diseases may be prevented, thereby assur- 
ing protection to the people and commerce of 
Cuba, as well as to the commerce pf the Southern 
ports of the United States and the people residing 


therein. 

„. That the Isle of Pines shall be omitted from 
the proposed constitutional boundaries of Cuba, 
the title thereto being left to future adjustment 
by 


ment of Cuba will embody the foregoing provisions 
in @ permanent treaty with the United States. 

It will be evident, after a study of these 
demands, that Cubans who long for an 
independent government will be the gainers 
in every way by complying with them. Com- 
pliance will secure for them a government 
which will-not be “ a hasty experiment bear- 
ing within itself the elements of failure,”

MUNICIPAL BEGGARS. 

Certain persons in New Brunswick, N. 
J., attracted by Mr. Carnegie’s generosity 
in ‘providing the means for the foundation 
of libraries, recently agitated the propriety 
of asking him for a contribution for that 
purpose, The city authorities, however, 


-backed by many of the leading citizens, 


promptly squelched the movement and an- 
nounced that if a library were needed they 
were amply able to build it themselves. 

The action of the people of New Bruns- 
wick is commendable in every way and 
the city has set a good example for others. 
It was eminently proper that Mr. Carnegie 
should found a great institute and library 
in Pittsburg, where he mainly secured his 
immense fortune, and there could be no 
objection to his remembering other places 
ian which he is personally interested. This, 
however, is no reason why cities and towns 
in which he is not interested and which, 
being solvent, can afford to build their own. 
libraries, should importune him for money 
for this or any other purpose. 

There are little towns and villages, es- 
pecially in the far West, which are unable 
to obtain educational institutions and which 
have to struggle hard for mere material 
existence. There can be no objection to 
such places asking him for the help which 
he is so willing to give, but usually these 
are the last places to ask. It is more likely 
that those who are standing before him, 
hat in hand, whining for help, represent 
well-to-do communities, whose taxpayers, if 
they wish libraries, should put their hands 
in their pockets and provide the means. 
If they have not public spirit enough to 
do this they should at least have public 
pride enough to restrain them from appea!- 
ing to Mr. Carnegie in forma pauperis, — If 
they do not want a library badly enough 
to build it themselves, then let them go 
without it. Better that than this shame- 
less display of public mendicancy. 


AN OLD CONTROVERSY. 

Legal proceedings have been commenced 
before Judge Tuley to support the conten- 
tion of the municipal authorities that the 
employés of the Board of Bleetion Com- 
missioners rightly form a part of the classi- 
fied civil service, The question whether 
these employés should be appointed by the 
board or certified to it by the Civil Service 
Commissioners is one which has been the 
subject of lively disputes for some years. 
It is well that the matter should be dis- 
posed of by the Supreme Court. 

The Civil Service commission has at dif- 
ferent times raised the point that the Elec- 
tion Commissioners’ office was a depart- 
ment of the city government and its em- 
ployés were city employés, but it has al- 
ways been convinced, after listening to the 


arguments of the Election Commissioners, 


that the point was not well taken. The 
latter have insisted that the election 


tinct. from both city. and county, with the 
County Judge at its head.

“PRACTICAL” EDUCATION. 

It would be a misforiune if the passion 
for getting on should narrow our edu- 
cational ideals and substitute the man of 
facility in affairs and the expert for the 
man of broad culture and the man of freed 
imagination. The movement in colleges and 
universities to introduce practical“ 
courses may sometimes appear to be tend- 
ing in that direction, but it is rather to be 
regarded as an effort to give young men 
and women a better intre@uction to certain 
typical phases of actual life and to afford 
them in certain lines that specialized prep- 
aration for particular occupations which, to 
a degree at least, can be more economically 

attained ii an institution than otherwise. 


The School of Economics and Political 


Science in the University of Wisconsin 
has just announced certain modified and 


enlarged courses, including one on Pub- 
lie Service and Diplomacy and another in 
“ Preparation for Journalism.” 

of this country’s greatest editors once 
expréssed the opinion that no one could 
be prepared out of hand for journalism; 
and yet it is evident that not only gen- 
eral culture but familiarity with certain 
lines of information and thought furnish 
the journalist an invaluable background for 
his work. Training for public administra- 
tion and for diplomacy is even more obvious- 
ly a great present need in this country, Our 
easy theory that the duties of public life 
can, under our simple system, be met by 
the ordinary citizen, is largely chargeable 
with our pernicious practice of rotation 
in office” and with the lack of vigor and 
efficiency in much of our public life. 


The action of Madison University is a1 


part of a general movement during the last 
ten years among American institutions ot 
higher learning, the valuable effects of 
which, though, not conspicuous as yet, are 
bound to be increasingly felt as time goes on. 


THE HUB’S LOST HONORS. 

In one of the memerable books published 
this year, “A Literary History of Amer- 
ica,” by Professor Barrett Wendell of Har- 
vard University, the author devotes some 
space to the consideration of the literary 
decline of New England. For the present, 
at Jeast, says Professor Wendell, literary 
New England is a thing of the past, and, 
though Boston is still rich in men of power 
and culture, the city is poor in men of wide 
distinction. External causes, declares the 
writer, have contributed to this decline: the 
shifting of the center of economic im- 
portance westward, the depriving of New 


England of its mercantile marine, and the | 


immense development of Western wealth. 
Today, for better or worse, power and 
eminence throughout America have mo- 
mentarily become questions of material 
fortune,” 

And what is Boston’s loss is New York’s 
gain, according to this authority, for along 
with the material prosperity of New York 
there has gone a development of the hightr 
life, so that this city is fast becoming the 
intellectual and artistic center of America. 

The knowledge of these facts comes with 
a certain shock to those minds that still en- 
tertain a vague notion that the atmosphere 
of the Hub is even now charged with 
transcendentalism. Of course it has long 
been known that the kodak that a Western- 
er always puts in his trunk when about to 
leave for Boston is destined to be turned 
upon the graves of dead transcendentalists 
rather than upon the faces of living 
prophets, but. still this literary tourist is 
firm in the conviction that Boston is full 
of embryonic Emersons. And, on the other 
hand, it is difficult to agsociate the City of 
New York with thoughts of plain living and 
high thinking, or to believe that the cameras 
of coming generations of literature lovers 
will be turned towards New York ceme- 
teries. 

Professor Wendell does not intimate that 
New England has fallen into a hopeless 
literary decline, and of course there is a pros- 
pect of recovering her lost honors, yet it is 
safe to prophesy that in the future there 
will not be one supreme center of intellectual 
light, but that the literary illumination of 
America will be due to a vast number of 
smaller and widely scattered lights. 


AN ALTRUISTIO COLLAPSE. 

The Assogiation of Altruists, which be- 
gan its unselfish operations at the Conrow 
Farm, near Moorestown, N. J., some time 
ago and from which such excellent results 
were anticipated, has collapsed, the last 
member of the colony having abandoned the 
farm a few days ago. The promoters of 
the association, among them “ Golden Rule” 
Jones of Toledo, who figured as one of the 
Governors, set forth in their prospectus such 
glowing advantages and attractions that 
quite a number of persons in Philadelphia, 
Washington, Baltimore, and other cities 


were induced to join the association. 


The conditions for membership were com- 
paratively easy. Any unselfish person of 
good moral character, who was willing to 
pay $5 as an initiation fee and $1 per week, 
was guaranteed a sure living and light 
work, céngenial society, the absence of wear- 
ing cares, and & community of interest of 
the most fraternal sort. There was to be 
no | monopoly, no strain of com- 
petition, no crushing out of the individual,. 
no domination of the members by a single 
individual. Lach while working lightly for 
his own benefit was also to work for the 
benefit of all, and self-interest was not 
to-interfere with the general good. It was 
an attractive place for dreamers and the- 
orists, and they flocked there in considerable 
numbers. 

As time went on the number of the Al- 
truists ceased to increase and began to 
diminish. Unfortunately for the perma- 
nence of the association there was a large 
industrial esta ent near by, run by par- 
ties who had no other object in view than 
to mhke money for themselves and who 
were willing to pay excilent wages. The 
temptation was too strong for the Altruists. 
One after another‘they laid down the shovel 
and the hoe and abandoned uncongenial 
tilling of the soil for the more profitable 
industry of the neighboring factory and the 
association soon collapsed. The bursting 
of the bubble does not reflect in any way 
upon altruism: It is a noble sentiment 
and if it could be put in practice the world 


would be better off than it is, but so long 


as human nature remains human nature, al- 
truism can hardly be more than an “ irides+ 
cent dream.” After human nature has been 
revolutionized and made over the Ego may 
has not yet come.

These arrangements have been rendered 
n by the fact that failing such pro- 

ral course of things ome regent if her 
father, the King, had died while her brother, 
the Duke of Cornwall, was absent in the 
antipodes, for she is the next adult agnate of 
the crown, and as such entitled thereto. But 
for one reason or another her husband, the 
Duke of Fife, is unpopular, not alone with 
the masses, but likewise among the aristoc- 
racy. Objection is taken to his commercial 
and financial transactions as a banker and 
as a promoter, and it is held that on this ac- 
count his wife, who is devoted to him, would 
not inspire the necessary confidence as Re- 
gent. Indeed, until the birth of the little 
boys of the Duke of York no attempt was 
made to conceal the popular apprehension 
which prevailed lest the Duchess of Fife, as 
her brother’s next heir, should succeed to the 


throne. 

King Daward, in vesting the Regency in the 
hands of his wife, is merely following the 
example of other old world sovereigns, ex- 
cepting those, of course, where the Salic law 
prevails. Thus Queen Marie Amelie of Portu- 
gal is appointed Regent whenever her hus- 
band absents himself from his dominions. 
Empress Eugénie was Regent of France dur- 
ing the foreign absences of Napoleor III., 
and the only reason why neither the Em- 
press of Germany nor of Austria has ever 
deen able to Gil the position of Regent 
is because of the laws which debar women 
from reigning in those two empires. 

The insurance companies have come to a 
new decision with regard to the grant of 
policies to the crowned heads of Europe 
since the death of King Humbert. They are 
willing to insure them against all risks, save

At another time at Vienna, in 1873, 
the late Count de Chambord, who, as a child, 
reigned for a few hours over France as King 
Henry V., after his grandfather, King Charlies 
„ had abdicated in his favor, was living in 

the same hotel as the late Prince Napoleon, 
while in England the late Duke of Aymale 
was on visiting terms with Empress Eugénie. 
Perhaps the most amusing instance of this 
kind was when, during the second or third 
decade of the last century, ex-King Jerome 
Bonaparte of Westphalia’ and ex-King Gus- 
tavus IV. of Sweden found themselves occu- 
pying different floors of the same apartment- 
house at Triest. On learning who was liv- 
ing above him ex-King Jerome sent his cham- 
berlain, the Chevalier de Pontgibaud, up to 
Gustavus IV., proposing to call on him. But 


| Gustavus, inordinately proud of his descent 


from the historic house of Vasa, and regard- 


ing all the Bonapartes as low-born adventur- 


ers, who had contributed to deprive him of 
his crown, sent back the following reply: 
„The King of the second story is not anxious 
to meet the King of the ground floor.

“CHIEF MOURNER” TELLS STORY 


Dr. John H. Reeves Testifies in Regent 


Conspiracy Case and Relates Experi- 
ence at Funeral of John Hoban. 


Dr. John H. Reeves, grocer’s clerk, former 
physician, and defendant inthe Regent et al. 
conspiracy case, who with Margaret Sheehan 
pleaded guilty and is assisting the prosecu- 
tion, took the witness stand yesterday after- 
noon and told of his experience at the fu- 
neral of John Hoban, in the capacity of 
Frank Kane and chief mourner of James 
Kane, in whose name Hoban was interred, 

Reeves said that John Doyle had breached 
to him the subject of issuing a death cer- 
tificate for Hoban. He was told that the 
man was insured for $1,000 in favor of his 


brother and that half the money would go | 


to those who assisted insecuringit. He wae 
to get $100. In furtherance of the scheme 
Mrs. Mahoney and Margaret Sheehan called 
at his office the following day. 

Mrs. Mahoney said there was no danger,” 
the witness said. “She had a death cet. 
tificate ready and asked metosignit. She 
wanted to know what was good, quick dis- 
ease. I recommended pneumonia. She die- 
tated and I wroteinthe blank: ‘ Chief cause 
of death, pneumonia; contributing cause, ex- 
posure to damp alr.’

Margaret Sheehan, chef accuser in the 
case, proved an unsatisfactory witness for 
the prosecution. Assistant State’s Attorney 
Olsen did not accuse her of intentional reti- 
cence, but she volunteeréd in the 
way of explanation or elucidation. 

Mra. Mary Kane, who was expected to give 
some startling testimony, proved a failure 
from a sensational point of view. Her story 
was a commonplace relation of her husband's 
illness, the visits of his brother-in-law, John 
Doyle; the coming of Dr. Regent; the ob- 
jection of her husband to the new physician 
and his refusal to take the medicines pre- 
scribed; the offer of Doyle to take charge of 
the funeral and her refusal of the offer.
